The same group of robbers who 
held up the Venice State Bank on 
July 7 and escaped with $12,407, 
paid a return visit there today and 
got away with $5851.66. 

Upon leaving the bank in an au- 
tomobile, the four unmasked rob- 
bers fired shots in the air to dis- 
courage pursuit, and escaped amid 
a fusillade of shots fired toward 
them by two of four men in the 
bank whom they had locked in 1% 
vault. 

Robbers Recognized. 

Employes of the bank, which is 
at Broadway and Third street, in 


Venice, fil., said they recognized 


th the bank) when the robbers | 


entered at 8:30 a. m2 with drawn 
revolvers, wefe Cashier I. H. Riley. 
Assistant Cashier N. E. Dunscomb, 
Kookkeeper Marion Groshong. and 
J L. Fechte, an insurance’ man 
with n office next door.

the rear of the bank, and two oth-

floor of the cashier's cage. The 
fourth robber drew a brown cloth 
tag from his pocket and began 
scraping money off the cashier's 
cc unter on it. 
Cashier Threatened. 
Addressing Cashier Riley, one of 
the robbers said, “If you attempt 
to turn in an alarm of any kind 
iil kill you.”’ 
+“*Well,” the cashier replied from 
his position on the floor. pointing 
to a certain package of bills on the 
counter, ‘don’t touch that packag». 
It is tying on a button and if moved 
will automatically sound an 
alarm.’ 
| Riley. was curse@@for this infor- 
sation, but the robbers evidently 
céd gome credence in what he 
sdid, fér? they did not touch the 
package and left without it. What 
Riley said waa true. It was a de- 
coy package containing. $40 in bills 
and served as part of a'new burz- 
lar alarm system recently installed, 
After hurriedly scraping all other 
money in sight into the bag, the 
robbers marched the three bank 
employes and Fechte in a vault 
and slammed the door.

About $5000 in currency, in the 
vault, was not discovered by the 
robbers, The bank was expecting 
a shipment of $1750 in silver coin 
that was to have arrived at 9 a. m., 
but it was delayed in tranait from 
St. Louis, otherwise it would have 
been in the cashier's cage when the 
rabbery occurred.

Congress met without delay and 
the first act in the drama was 
the scourging from the Capitol of 
the horde of lobbyists, hangers- 
on, seekers for privilege and 
representatives of special inter- 
exts who had infested its corri- 
dors. Then came in quick suc- 
cession under his energetic im- 
pulse the fairest tariff law since 
the Civil War; the Federal Re- 
serve act, for which the country 
had waited half a century; the 
Federal Trade Commission and 
fhe Clayton act curbing monopo- 
lies and establishing the rights 
of labor: and through succeeding 
sessions the Democratic party 
under his guidance moved in 
solid phalanx, confident in his 
leadership. 


Woodrow Wilson’s 
Great War Record. 


“The great war broke. There 
fell upon him burdens heavier 
than any that his predecessors 
had been called upon to bear. 
For two years he struggled to 
keep America from the mael- 
strom, and then when the at- 
tack upon her rights was made 
directly he threw himself and his 
country into the battle with a 
fiery energy that amazed the 
world. Men and mony and mu- 
nitions came at his call and his 
clear voice rang out like a trum- 
pet across the world, giving new 
meaning to the struggle and new 
life to those engaged in it. When 
the war was ended he gave to 
the making of peace 
ounce of his remaining strength. 
He endeavored to set up machin- 
ery not only to prevent future 
wars, but to mitigate the eviis 
which this war, the last and 
greatest, had brought upon the 
world. He never looked upon 
the treaty of Versailles as a 
complete and final settlement, 
but hoped that when time had 
cooled men’s passions the ma- 
chinery he sought to te 
would remove any element of 
injustice or revenge the treaty 
might contain, and would give 
the world a stable and abiding 
peace. And then he fell, broken, 
thwarted, his work unfinished, 
but his spirit unsubdued. They 
called him an idealist. they pro- 
nounced him ahead of his times. 
They forgot that they were but 
echoing what the world has said 
through all the centuries of 
those who sought to lead it. 
Envy and hate and malice can 
touch him mow no more forever, 
but the thoughts to which he 
gave utterance and the ideals 
he proclaimed will live long 
after those who opposed them 
have passed and been forgot- 
ten.

“First of all came oil. At the 
head of the buccaneers, as they 
marched along, rode the Secre- 
tary of the Interior. Within 90 
Gays after he took office the 
naval oil reserves had been 
transferred to his genfle guar- 
dianship and the dealing began. 
The policy of conservation, for 
which Presidents Roosevelt and 
Wilson had fought so valiantly, 
was thrown to the winds and 
within less than 12 months, in 
secret and without public warn- 
ing of any sort, all the oil re- 
serves upon which the navy de- 
pended passed into private 
hands. Thus of 26,000,000 bar- 
rels of oil which the Teapot 
Dome was estimated to contain. 
only about 1,600,000 barrels will 
become the property of the Gov- 
ernment. In case of emergency 
or threatened danger the coun- 
try will have only the doubtful 
privilege of buying back from the 
interested parties, at their own 
prices, the oil which once it 
owned. 

“And after oil, the veterans, 
for whose care in one form or 
another the enormous total of 
$450,000,000 was provided to be 
spent, a sum half as much again 
as the budget of the War De- 
partment or the Navy, and 390 
times the carrying cost of the 
Department of State. Here was a 
rare field for enterprise. A year 
and a half after Congress had ap- 
propriated $33,000,000 for build- 
ing purposes only 200 hospital 
beds had been added to the bu- 
reau'’s equipment and those in a 
hospital purchased ready-made: 
but a friend of Director Forbes 
meantime had paid $17,000 for a 
hospital site and sold it to the 
Government on the same day for 
$105,000: and $100,000 had been 
paid to an architect Who designed 
a building so poor that it was 
never built. We may be par- 
doned for asking whether it was 
common sense to sei! at 29 cents 
on the dollar more than 84.000 
sheets for which wounded men 
were waiting, while at the very 
time others were being bought to 
take their place at five times that 
price. 

“The enforcement of the prohi- 
bition law gave an opportunity 
for action of which the denizens 
of the little green house were 
quick to avail themselves. Trade 
was brisk and profits were easy 
in this particular line if but one- 
half the stories told by George 
Remus, king of the bootleggers, 
and others are to be believed. 

“What is the answer when we 
talk of these things? It consists, 
in the first place. of bemoaning 
the fact that such unpleasant 
topics should be forced on polite 
ears. Why not forget about them”? 
Why not say as little about them 
as possible? Why not pretend 
that they were Simple indiscre- 
tions which should be overlooked 
when there is sign of repentance? 
Those who speak in this fashion 
assume a degree of indifference 
or a lack of interest on the part 
of the people which would be it- 
self a reflection upon popular 
sovernmment. If it be true that 
public interest in these things 
has waned, is it not a public duty 
to see.that it is revived before 
the day of judgment comes? 


“Then we are told with some 
complacency that there is no fur- 
ther need for public concern be- 
cause those under suspicion have 
been indicted and there is noth- 
ing left to do but walt for the 
day, still far in the future. when 
they will be tried. We are in- 
vited to believe that there is no 
difference between these men and 
a panitor who has been caught 
at night taking change from the 
eash drawer. Those at whose 
door these charges were laid were

responsible political action is by 
the formation of parties.’ We 
agree and assert further that the 
only way to secure good Govern- 
ment is to hold political parties 
responsible. I think I detect in 
some quarters a hope that with- 
out change of name or much of 
personnel a reorganization of a 
certain political concern can be 
effected, taking cver any discov- 
erable assets and repudiating all 
unpleasant liabilities. My experi- 
ence, as a lawyer has taught me 
that creditors are rarely satisfied 
with this method of canceling 
their claims. The American peo- 
ple can hardly be expected to ac- 
cept it. 

If the fact is that the public 
resources have been squandered, 
is it any answer to say that a 
budget system has been in- 
stalled? If unfit and corrupt 
men have been put in and kept 
in office are left to their own 
devices, is it a sufficient defense 
that the administration ifs not 
actually desirous of dishonesty? 
If the wounded veteran has been 
defrauded of the care that was 
his due, is there any comfort to 
him in the fact that Congress 
made lavish appropriations? 


Gives Some Examples 
of Costs Under Tariff. 


The tariff afforded an opening 
to the hosts of privilege for an 
assault less direct but far more 
devastating to the public pocket- 
book. We are told that America 
in 1921 was threatened from 
abroad by an “impending ava- 
lanche of suddenly cheapened 
merchandise,”’ from which it was 
narrowly saved by the  benefi- 
cent action of the Fordney-Mc- 
Cumber tariff. In view of the 
bitter struggle that the exhaust- 
ed peoples of Europe have had 
since the war in rebuilding 
enough of their shattered com- 
merce to provide their daily 
bread, is there not something 
grotesque in picturing them as 
ready to overrun the markets of 
the world? Let me _ give you 
two or three illustrations of 
what a high protectionist means 
when he talks of a commercial 
avalanche; under a Democratic 
tariff sewing machines. necessary 
in every home, were on the free 
list and we were importing 
scarcely 1 per cent of the value 
of our domestic production. This 
was an avalanche, however. not 
to be tamely borne, and a duty 
of 331-3 per cent was imposed 
to check it. Of aluminum kitch- 
en ware, now in such universal! 
use, we were importing less than 
2 per cent of the amount which 
we consumed. Such an avra- 
lanche, accordingly, was perma- 
nently barred by taxing the do- 
mestic consumer three times the 
existing rate. In ‘rubber foot- 
wear our imports were too smal! 
to be worth reporting, but the 
duty nevertheless was raised 150 
per cent. In manufactures of 
wool our imports were less than 
6 per cent of the domestic pro- 
duction, so the duty was in- 
creased by 80 per cent. Truly a 
Republican protectionist’s ava- 
lanche is a fearful thing to wit- 
ness, even from afar.

LICK OBSERVATORY, Mount 
Hamilton, Aug. 22.—Taking a look 
at Mars, through the  barrel- 
mouthed official observatory teie- 
scone here, when the planet is 
within 34,540,000 miles of the 
earth—the nearest it will com* in 
its preseri spell of meanderirs 
from its own celestial fireside is 
woefully lacking in “kick” to the 
ordinary layman. 

To get a thrill out of such things 
one must De an astronomic savant, 
with a bent toward highly scfen- 
téfic, six-syllablé words, and high- 
er mathematics that relate prin- 
cipally to geometry and trigonom- 
etry. ‘One must also have trained 
orbs. for spotting such things as | 
alleged Martian canals, that might 
be a hair ina telescope, varying 
atmospheric densities and chang- 
ing, shifting color schemes, which 
may denote the scientific solution 
of any one of a myriad of per- 
plexing astrai mysteries. 

To the unlearned nines buiieeiie 
mically unsophisticated person who 
just ‘‘rubbers,” in the-remote hope 
of seeing the mules that pull Mar- 
tian canal boats, it is mo scenic 
feast.

J OHN’ McGRAW is quoted as 
saying that “pitching means 
60 per cent to a big league ball 
club. The late Addie Joss, who 
beat McGraw fo it. 890 
per cent. Having been one of 
the greatest pitchers of all time, 
Addie knew even better than 
McGraw whereof he spoke. 
Probably neither McGraw nor 
Joss meant exactly what he said. 

A commentator on McGraw's 
Statement ieads the discussion 
into new realms by suggesting 
that the team manager. who is 
cited as being in the same reta- 
tion to a nine that a coaching 
staff is to a college football 
team, ought to be entitied 
to a big fragment of the per- 
centage of value accorded to a 
pitcher. 

Some managers are valuable 
to 2 team. But about all they 
can do is to get out ALL that is 
in the players. If the materia] 
is indifferent the manager can- 
not make them play 100 per 
cent baseball.

It’s All Wrong. 


OTH Joss and McGraw were 


wrong in thelr estimate of 
pitching value, as we get the 
situation. The pitching of no 
team im the major leaguts today 
is worth more than 35 or 40 per 
cent to any club. 

A ball game consists of two 
phases—defense and attack. 
Pitching is only ONE FACTOR 
OF DEFENSE. Theoretically at 
least. as to attack and defense. 
each is half of the game. Per- 
fect pitching will stop any at- 
tack; and perfect hitting will 
annihilate any pitching. 

Therefore a pitching aff 
could be worth at most, if ab«o- 
lutely perfect, ONLY 50 PER 
CENT of the team’s effective- 


Rube Waddell, when he waved 
his fielders to the bench and 
used only an infield to work 
with him. was one of the few 
hurters to approximate perfec- 
tion. 

Furthermore. the fielding and 
throwing are factors in aiding

| Stealing Rarely Important. 
) HE attack, consisting mainly 
of hitting and stealing, also 
adds up 50 per cent. But steal- 
ing may be considered as well- 
nigh nezligibie, except in tsolat- 
ed instances. Two stolen bases 
a game per team is a fair aver- 
age. The hits, extra bases and 
bases on balls, In proportion to 
the steals, number about 190 tol 
in each game. Thus stealing 
would mean only 5 per cent and 
the hitting 45 per cent to any 
team’s attack im the average 
game.

OUSSES are without question 
M: a class by themselves when 

summer-——or other seasonal 
desserts are considefed. For rich- 
ness, smoothness and pleasurable 
eating they have almost'no equals. 
Simpler to prepare than ice cream. 
their only drawback is that the 
heavy cream Of which they are 
made is in the luxury .class of the 
ingredients used in cooking. This 
slight disadvefitage offsets itself 
Sance mousse, because, of its rich- 
ness, may be served in small por- 
tions. 

To make @ mousse one has only 
to pack sweetened and fiavored 
whipped cream in a mold in equal 
parts of cracked ice and rock salt 
and let it stand undisturbed for 
three: hours. 

When a fruit pulp is added a lit- 
tle gelatin may be necessary to 
make sure that the mixture is stiff 
enough and has the right smooth- 
ness of texture.’ 

A pint of whipping cream, a 
pinch of -sait, a cup of powdered 
sugar and one or two cups of 
crushed fruit which have been 
rubbed through the steve or ricer 
and drained will make a ({fine 
mousse. The sugar is beaten in 
with the.cream. 

The fruit pulp may elther be 
folded in with the cream or slight- 
ly stiffened with one teaspoon of 
dissolved gelatin stirred into it and 
allowed to stand on ice until the 
fruit begins to set before it is fold- 
ed into the cream. 


Strawberries, raspberries, peaches 
or bananas and pineapple are fruits 
best sui for use in mousses. .Cof- 
fee is always a popular flavor for 
this dessert and is obtained by us- 
ing one-half cup of cold, carefully 
strained coffee with the gelatin 
and a small squeeze of lemon juice 
for flavor, not forgetting the sugar 
to taste, and then allowed to cool 
before the whipped cream is folded 
into it. 

For a catamel flavor one-half 
cup of hot caramel is used with the 
gelatin. Just before the cream and 
caramel are put in the freezer a 
cup of finely ground nutmeats may 
be added. 

Nuts alone may be added to a 
plain mousse or chopped candied 
cherries or other candied fruit. A 
chocolate mousse is made by add- 
ing one-fourth cup of hot milk to 


four ounces of melted chocolate. 


The milk may be flavored with a 
stick of cinnamon while heating if 
the flavor is desired.
